Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

I beg to submit to you my Annual Report for the year 1940. 

The report has again been considerably abridged in accordance 
with the request of the Minister of Health (in Circular 2067). 
Notwithstanding, the more important vital statistics, vide. 
ZBymot.e, ebc,., have been compiled in full, 

the year has presented many difficulties too varied in 
character to detail, but through all the trials of the effects 
of War in a small coastal town, I am pleased to say that the 
general standard of health of the ccrnmunity remains high. In 
spite of the anxieties caused by aerial attack and evacuation, 
Meyserious outbreak of illness occurred. 

Dietiecuse.es too have been caused in office work by the 
depletion of members of the staff who have joined His Majesty's 
Forces. Tats has not made it casy to perform all the outside 
work we would desirc, but we feel that we have met the situation. 

The Public Health Department superintends also the A.R.P. 
casualty organisation which has built itself into a very efficient 
Hody and met all incidents in this Borough with efficiency and 
@espatch. 

in conclusion, I should like to express my thanks and 
appreciation to the Chairman and members of the Public Health 
Committee for their courtesy and co-operation diring this difficult 
year and commend to you the work of the clerical and technicel 
Suatl of this Department. My thanks are also due to the Town 
Clerk, Borough Surveyor, Borough Accountant and their Staffs for 
co-cperation given me during 1940.

Public Health Staff 


It will be seen from the list of the Public Health Staff 
that Messrs. Goram and Almcnd wsre called to the colours during 
the year and that Mr. Woodruff reached the retiring age. Attempts 
to obtain a temporary qualified additional Sanitary Inspector in 
Mr. Goram‘s place, even after repeated advertising, proved futile. 
With the Ministry's ecnsent, we are endeavouring to fill the 
vacancy by engaging a temporary unqualified man. 


Laboratory Facilities.

Ambulance Paciiities. 


The Borough Ambulance igs stiil used for conveying infectious 
cases to the EHastry Isolation Hospital where arrangements have been 
made for the treatment of such diseases. 


The Ambulance belonging to the Deal Division of the St.John 
A mbulance Brigade for use in transporting accident and non-infecticus 
cases, is housed at Olds' Garage, West Street. This Ambulance is 
obtainable upon appiieation to Mr. Olds, (Deal 8). 


In the event of the St.John Ambulance being outside the area 
when needed, arrangements can be made with the A.R.P. Casualty 
Services to supply one of its vehicles. 


Nursing in the Home. 


Owing to Evacuation Schemes which operated during the year, 
the arrangements were much curtailed, but were satisfactorily carried 
out by a nucleus of two nurses. 


Midwives. 


The administration of the Midwives Act remains as previously 
reported, i.@. under the jurisdiction of the Kent County Council. 


Clinics and Treatment Centres. 


With the evacuation of the school-children and many of the 
parents the ante-natai and other clinics were discontinued. 


Hospitals. 


All infectious cases occurring in the Borough are now conveyed 
to and treated at the Eastry Council's Isolation Hospital, situated 
at Eastry. 


This Council's Isolation Hospital, although not in use, is 
kept ready for any emergency that may arise. 


Cases Of Small Pox, when notified, are now removed to the 
Small Pox Hospital at Poulton, in the Dover Area. No use was made 
of this hospital by Deal during 1940. 


The Deal, Walmer and District War Memorial Hospital in London 
Road was erected in 1924 by voluntary subscriptions, and comprises 
men's, women's and children's wards, private wards, operating 
theatre, staff quarters, X-ray and Ophthalmic departments, facilities 
for radium and radiant heat treatments, electro-therapeutic, massage 
and outpatient departments.

The supply is constant and the standard of purity is very 


satisfactory. As a safeguard against the possibility of contamination 
all water is chlorinated at the sumps by the Chloramine Process, 


The areas of Great Mongeham and Shoiden are supplied from water 
mains owned and maintained py the Hast Kent District Water Company 
of Snodland. No outpus figures are available for this particular 
part of the district. 


There are only 27 éwellinghouses in the Borough which are 
dependent upon. well water for their domestic use. These premises 
are not within reasonebdie distance of a water main. 


Bacteriological sampling of the public water supply is undertaken 
at frequent periods and includes samples of both unchlorinated and 
chlorinated water. These samples are submitted in rotation for

Pees Gone tor the purpose of tracing, if possible, the source of 
PnEectLon, « The patients are removed to the Isolation Hospital, the 
bedroom and its contents, i.e. bedding and wearing apparel, are 
fumigated, and the bedding and clothing removed for steam disinfection. 
Premises where home treatment of the disease has been carried out are 
Similariy treated after the recovery of the patient. 


During 1940 the disinfection of 17 rooms and of 38 articles was 
carricd out.
